The sheep indusry is w?ll es¬ 
tablished in southern Alberta 
and undoubtedly will continue 
to comprise an important ag¬ 
ricultural letter prise. In the read 
justment which must come in 
farming practices during the 
post war reconstruction sheep 
raising is likely to take a mors 
prominent part. The status of 
“sheep ranching” may not 
change much but tbs size an 1 
number of farm flocks will like¬ 
ly increase. 

An increase in the number of 
sheep on farms in southern Al¬ 
berta appears to be a natural 
trend. Our soil and climatj are 
favonable to sheep raising. 
There is considerable land on 
many farms which is ideal for 
sheep grazing but unsuitable 
for cultivation and the after- 
math in grain and hay fields of¬ 
fers good sheep feed. Sluop 
will utilize weeds and browse 
that other classes tf livestock 
will not. In some areas tlv:re is 
available cheap summer graz¬ 
ing. 

Indications are that as good 
or better prices will prevail 
for mutton and wool us for any 
oilier animal products. Canada 
imports large quantities wool 
and the consumption of mutton 
is very low in Canada. If wool 
washing and processing were de 
\ doped further in the West we 
could look for a better wool m n* 
ket. 

There are of course disad¬ 
vantages to sheep raising. 
Many people have a natuial av¬ 
ersion to sheep. Much of the 
work, that of lambing the flock, 
comes in the spring when fai .1 
era mre busy with other things. 
There is also th.o problem of 
proper fences & buildHow 
ever considering the long life 
of good fences and duds lha 
cost to apply against each 
year’s profits is not great. 

Almost eveity faj;m supplies 
enough feed in the form of stub 
ble grazing, straw and hay to 
winter a flock of sheep. Sum¬ 
mer pasture is a bigger prob-
